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EXECUTIVE SUMMARY 


The purpose of this guide is to provide a concise and accurate list and 
description of commissions, committees and sub-committees, tribunals, advisory 
boards and authorities which operate and are accountable to a governmental body 
in the Hamilton-Wentworth area and which have citizen members appointed to 
them. The list is comprised of such committees accountable to one of four 


levels of government and some span more than one level. 


The committees listed in this directory do not include voluntary 
organizations or private non-profit organizations and which have government 
members appointed to them. However, some committees of this kind are listed in 
the secton "Non-Governmental Committees" in order to illustrate their 
distinguished nature and somewhat arbitrary exclusion from other Committees 
listed. Information about organizations of that kind can be acquired from the 
Community Information Service of Hamilton-Wentworth. As well, a list of 
committees and advisory boards which have citizen members on them, but which 
have jurisdiction over all of Ontario rather than only Hamilton have also been 
included in the section titled "Committees with ipeyinetall Jurisdiction" of the 
directory. A separate directory exists which contains information in greater 
detail on all the committees to which the Province appoints members and is 
available at the Freedom of Information Office in the Cabinet Office in Toronto. 
The address of the Freedom of Information Office is listed in the "Committees 


with Provincial Jurisdiction" section.

The objective of this sourcebook is to encourage greater public 
participation by citizens in community life. An important aspect of community 
includes those government bodies which have a mandated responsibility for 
specific issues to be dealt with on the community’s behalf. This sourcebook 
will also provide an easier way for citizens to learm about the governments’ 
mechanisms providing for public consultation. Committees which have citizen 
members is the first step in promoting access to the decisions of the 


government. 
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PUBLIC PARTICIPATION 


Public participation then, is concerned with a redistribution of 

power in an attempt to increase the well-being of the entire 

community. (Jaffray, Laws, Pawlick 1987) 

Participation for most people seems restricted to voting in government 
elections or taking part in a media poll. The prospect of having closer 
involvement with government systems, often does not seem available, or is 
thought better suited to professionals, researchers or technical experts. The 
Governments of our commmity, however, have put together a number of commissions 
and boards for the purpose of involving more citizens with various experience 
and knowledge. Our purpose in assembling this directory is to provide members 
of the community with information about such commissions. Public involvement in 
such committees allows for the representation of ethnic, social amd various 
interest groups in advisory positions to the government process. As well it can 
provide all citizens with a more equitable opportunity to participate in 
government activities. Committee involvement is one way in which the public is 
given the opportunity to promote its own interests in the decision-making 
process. It connects government process to a commmity level where decisions 


being made can be considered in terms of the effects they will have on local 


people. 


Citizen participation in government is’ essential to improve 
representation, and to act as a check on the power of bureaucracy. With this 
directory the citizens of Hamilton-Wentworth may be better able to identify 
those elements of our system of government which make decisions on our behalf. 
Once equipped with knowledge about the responsibilities of these committees, 
their membership, and who they represent. It may be possible to then 


participate more actively in them, making these committees more accountable in 
their process. In reviewing this directory, citizens are encouraged to 
determine which of these groups hold meetings open to the public, when and where 
meetings are held, then attend. Committees which oversee or direct in any way 
the expenditure of taxpayers money will ultimately be accountable to taxpayers. 
The incredible size and anonymity of government bureaucracy sometimes makes it 
difficult to identify the process responsible for the tremendous volume of 
policy or legislation being created. Through increased public participation, 
citizens can be involved in advisory activities prior to policy legislation 
being fommlated and can both influence and make the intentions of the 
government known to the populace before the legislation is passed. In this way 
the public has the opportunity to consider legislation as it is being developed 


rather than reacting to finalized statutes. 


The present government systems are somewhat limited in their capacity for 
accommodating public participation and except for a few points of access, 
citizens are distanced from the legislative process. Government sometimes seems 
to operate as though people are unable to define their own best interest. 
Participation enables commmities to work out their own destiny through a 
logical process of organization, planning and action. But participation can 
occur without a significant amount of power being transferred to community 
members. Simply informing citizens of change for example, represents a low 
degree of participation, whereas consultation or efforts to placate disgruntled 
community represent greater degrees of citizen participation. The highest order 
of participation is often thought to be citizen control of decision making. The 
extent to which the public bodies listed in this directory represent citizen 


control of the decision-making process will be left to the reader to discover. 


The volume and complexity of information that people now have to deal with 
contributes to a situation where a smaller percentage of the population is able 
to stay abreast of govermment activity and issues. Relatively few people, asa 
consequence, are active in governmental affairs. Many citizens restrict 
themselves to voting in the various elections or worse abstain from the 
political process altogether. Without strong public involvement, our 
communities rely increasingly on politicians for long periods of time. This 


tends to undermine the potential of a participatory democracy. 


There have been claims that increasing citizen participation in the 
political process will have a negative effect. Some feel that citizens do not 
have the experience or expertise to provide critical input to government 
decisions. However, through partici pation) citizens can become efficient and 
experienced at making decisions. Their innate knowledge and experience, drawn 
from living in a community, can be extremely valuable to understanding the full 
impact of changes proposed by public or private planners. Encouraging citizens 
to take a role in state legislation can be an effective means of educating those 
planners as well as providing the experience necessary to aid citizens 
themselves in devising legislation which takes all community interests into 
account. Leaving the public out of the process may only lead to reactive 
protests against the government by citizens and groups which resist poorly 


informed proposals. 


The traditional arguments against citizen involvement claim it is 


inefficient because of the extra time necessary to consult with and debate the 
proposals with the public participants. It is claimed that citizen 
participation adds to the cost of design and project implementation, that it 
introduces a host of irrelevant factors. It may be, however, that public 
participation increases efficiency and is a cost-effective way of making 
decisions. Money can be saved when the public is able to voice its opinions and 
suggestions before a project is approved, thereby avoiding complications or 
mistakes that may have otherwise been overlooked. Unforseen complications may 
be thought of in advance by those citizens who would be most directly affected 
by the legislation. The costly delays which appear late in a process can be 


corrected early. 


Citizen participation on committees and advisory boards also provides 
govermment with resources and expertise from the commmity which might not 
otherwise have been utilized. It can act as a barometer measuring public 
acceptance of a project and can provide information to the public about 
government intentions. Citizen involvement on committees encourages 
decentralization of power. But wider distribution of power also involves wider 
distribution of responsibility for change. By being involved early in the 
process, the public gives itself a voice in events that will effect them. They 
are given the chance to hear arguments from all interests on legislation and a 
chance to work cooperatively with planners and govermment personnel to sort out 
those problems which they have mutually discovered. Public participation is 
essential to maintaining the democratic values of this country’s government and 
encourages citizens to mould their own futures. (See also Criteria for Public

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INTRODUCTION 


The data in the sourcebook on government committees which have citizen 
members was gathered from four different levels of government as well as boards 
of education and surrounding regions. MThis information has therefore been 
broken into sections entitled Committees of the Federal Govermment of Canada, 
Committees of the Provincial Government of Ontario, Committees of the Boards of 
Education, Committees of the Regional Govermment of Hamilton-Wentworth, 
Committees of the Surrounding Regions and Committees of the Govermment of the 
City of Hamilton. Each committee within these sections is described in terms of 
the categories of Organization, Accountability, Govermment Ievel, Function, 
Membership, Nomination Practices, Composition or Qualifications, and 


Remuneration. 


The categories are easy to umderstand and the information provided is 
quite comprehensive. However, to assist with interpretation of the information 
a detailed description of these categories is provided. To begin, the category 
labelled Accountable to: provides the name of the organization, standing 
committee or government to whom the citizen committee is directly accountable. 
For those records which only provide the name of one of the government levels, 
the committee reports to the govermment Council or Cabinet rather than a 


Standing Committee of the government. 


The category entitled Membership: lists the number of all members and the 
number of citizen members in particular on the committee. The terms of office 
of those members is also noted. For some of the committees, there is no set 
number of members or citizen members, though there is always a minimum which 
has usually been described in the minutes of the creating body. For these 
committees, the instability of the number of members can be attributed to the 
ability of the appointing body to appoint alternates or to have discretion as to 


the number of members that the body deems necessary. 


For the category of Nomination Practices:, many of the listings explain 
that requests for new members are made in advertisements placed in various 
newspapers. This, however, should not discourage potential applicants from 
sending in resumes amd letters of interest prior to the publication of the 
requests for new members. Resumes may be kept on file in times when new members 
are not required and may be the first to be pulled and examined when a member 
is required to fill the place of a resigning member before the term of office of 


the member ends. 


The category Composition or Qualifications: describes any special 
considerations the nominating bodies may give preference to in considering the 
applications for membership. Preferences do not always deal with knowledge and 
experience but the appointing body may also deliberately request members of a 
specific race, age, area of residency, or sex. When no specific qualifications 
have been requested it does not necessarily mean that certain qualifications 


will not be of benefit to the applicants. It means only that applications are 


not restricted only to those with specific abilities. The qualifications that 
are identical for all the committees are that the applicant must be a Canadian 
citizen, he/she must be at least eighteen years of age and they must reside in 


Hamilton. 


The figures provided in the Remmeration: section of each record are the 
salaries and expenses from the last recorded period. The remuneration, for 
those committees which provide any, will change periodically and will usually be 


determined by the government body which created the committee. 


The section labelled Contact: provides the address and telephone number (where 
possible) of the person who may be best qualified to provide further 
information. The addresses are not necessarily those of the nominating or 
appointing bodies for each committee and resumes and letters of interest perhaps 
should not be sent out until the exact address of the nominating body is 
provided. Names of the contacts have not been included for the reason that many 
of the contact personnel change periodically. Instead, the position of the 
contact person at the time of the processing of this sourcebook has been used 
since it is likely that their replacements will be assigned the same duties and 
functions. With respect to regional and municipal committees, both the 
Government of the City of Hamilton and The Regional Municipality of Hamilton- 
Wentworth publish booklets containing the names, members and contact numbers of 
all committees from their governments. These booklets may be requested from the 


respective Clerks’ Offices. 


There are graphic representations of people at the bottom of each record in 
the guide to represent the number of members on each committee and their 
breakdown into citizen and non-citizen members. These visual representations 
are meant to provide an easier method of observing the proportion of citizen to 


non-citizen members on each committee.

APPENDIX - CRITERIA FOR PUBLIC PARTICIPATION 


Participation should be a continuous process, just as the planning 
process is continuous. Environment scanning is a critical element of planning 
process which is used to routinely provide information on an ongoing basis to 
community members. Community response to a continuous flow of information on 
change will often be to examine and consider it, and when appropriate, begin to 
define a response to it. This active response can result in goal formation 
for actions to be taken. The continuous nature of this process should ensure 


that there are no surprises to the community when changes are being planned. 


We therefore recommend: 
THAT THE PUBLIC BE PROVIDED WITH PROPER INFORMATION AND 
NOTIFICATION OF CHANGE IN ORDER TO FACILITATE CONSULTATION WITH 


PLENTY OF NOTICE AND LEAD TIME. 


Participation processes should enable communities to work out their own 
destiny through a process of organization, planning and action. An effective 
process requires the broadest possible involvement of affected community members 
to develop and implement policies properly. To ensure that appropriate 
opportunities are provided, for consultation to occur, community members 
themselves should be involved in preparing the participation plan. In this way 
they specify participation program objectives and can define their own 


information and public education requirements. 
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We therefore recommend: 
THAT APPROPRIATE OPPORTUNITIES BE PROVIDED THROUGHOUT AND AT THE 


END OF A PARTICIPATION PROCESS, FOR CONSULTATION TO OCCUR. 


In order that a participation process may work successfully a plan for 
evaluating it must be devised at the outset. The commitment to its evaluation 
should be written into the objectives of the participation program and specify 
the events, resources, information and organizational requirements necessary for 
it to be carried out successfully. This process of evaluating information 
systems and reporting mechanisms should, throughout the process, be accessible 


to community members. 


We therefore recommend: 
THAT REPORTING MECHANISMS BE ESTABLISHED WHICH WILL PROVIDE 


COMPLETED AND UNBIASED RESULTS OF CONSULTATION. 


We live in a society which incorporates commmity members with a wide 
range of communication styles and languages. It will be important then to 
devise participation programs which recognize these different languages and 


comminication needs and account for these in the participation process. 


We therefore recommend: 
THAT NOTIFICATION BE PROVIDED AND OPPORTUNITIES FOR CONSULTATION 


BE AVAIIABIE IN BOTH OFFICIAL LANGUAGES AND OTHER LANGUAGES WHERE 


REQUIRED. 


Participation programs must provide every individual, who is affected by 
plans of change, with an equitable opportunity to participate in the planning 
process. To meet this objective, commnity members must be involved early in 
the process. The most vital aspect of a successful enabling structure, beyond 
these requirements, will be the need for provision of clear but adequate 


information about the project. 


We therefore recommend: 
THAT POLICIES AND PROGRAMS BE ACCESSIBLE, CLEAR, CONCISE AND 


TIMELY. 


Citizens must understand how, and believe that their input will be 
considered and influence - even change decisions. MThe participation program 
must serve to identify relevant public concerns and values as well as resolve 
conflicts which arise out of planned changes. Community members as well as 
"developers of the project" have a responsibility to identify concerms or 


conflicts and work towards their resolution. 


We therefore recommend: 
THAT COMMUNITY MEMBERS BE ENCOURAGED TO DEFINE AND MEET THEIR OWN 
NEEDS, FREE FROM OOERCION AND WITH PROVISION OF APPROPRIATE 


INFORMATION. 


A participation process can be successful in meeting its objectives if 
the process is fair and reasonable and carries credibility within the community. 


Government response to commnity input is crucial and must be honest and 
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legitimate. All participants must ultimately be sincere in their intent to 
subscribe to the goals of the process and conduct themselves accordingly. 
Responsive two way commmication must be maintained at all levels of the process 
and any information concerning the consequences of decisions must be eI 


to all involved. 


We therefore recomend: 
THAT COMMUNITY MEMBERS RECEIVE SUPPORT FROM THE PUBLIC BODY 
SPONSORING THE PARTICIPATION PROGRAM TO DEVELOP AND USE THEIR OWN 


EXPERTISE. 
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
